Historically, Texas is most in-

Land grants were 
generous and thousands of. colonists 
entered the country. A revolution 
in Mexico made Gen. Santa Anna 
president and it was decided, since 
he was represented as the champ- 
ion of free government, to plead 
the cause of Texas freedom.

The battle of Gonzales was the

In the 
meantime the Alamo was taken by 
the Mexicans and Sam Houston's 
army of less than 400 men was 
seemingly routed. Here a brilliant 
piece of strategy turned the tide and 
Santa Anna and his force, outnum- 
bering the Texans two to one, were 
killed or captured at the battle of 
San Jacinto in 1836. The war ended 
and Texas became • republic a 
tew months later.

new food defense plans department 
was formed. 
At the head of it 


was put Henry Leon French, one of 
the most experienced of British 
experts in this field. 


It became known that one of the 


projects to be seriously considered 
is the use of worked out and idle 
coal mines for the storage of food 
under 
refrigeration. 
There 
are 


many such mines in the United 
Kingdom and their workings often 
go down thousands of feet. 


They would be equipped by the 


employment of thousands of 
the 


miners who have been thrown out 
of work by the depression in the 
coal trade. 
Refrigeration plants 


would be installed and advantage 
also would be taken of the natural 
coolness of the workings. 


The question of reserve food has 


been one of the uppermost topics in 
the country as the European situ- 
ation has become grave. There is 
the possibility that submarine and 
airplane raids would reduc^ ship- 
ping to a dangerous extent and the 
country would have to gain perhaps 
a year's time to reopen its com- 
munications. 


Reserve foodstuffs necessary for 


wclve months if outside supplies 
are cut off have been estimated as 


3,650,000 tons of wheat, 5,050,000 
tons of potatoes, 2,230,000 tons of 
onions, 1,230,000 tons of cheese and 
625,000 tons of butter or margarine. 


Methods of preserving fish, meat 


and vegetables by the carbon d;ox- 
ide gas method will be examined. 
Other plans involve the erection of 
large silos inland to hold a year's 
supply of gram, purification of the 
inland rivers so they could be 
stocked with edible fish and the ex- 
pansion of the home canning indus- 
try so that a year's supply of meat 
could easily be stored.

Pilgrimage of Gypsies, 


Blessing of the Horses 


At Les Saintes Maries de la Mer, 


near 
Aries in southern 
France, 


there is held a semi - annual fete 
known as the Pilgrimage of the 
Gypsies and the Blessing of the 
Horses. To it wend caravans o 
gypsies from all over Europe, alon, 
with tourists from all over the work 
The fete serves to call attention 
to this race of widely known bu 
little understood perpetual wander 
ers, writes Frederick Babcock in 
the Chicago Tribune. 


In Europe these nomads belong 


to the horse-and-buggy age. On both 
continents they cling to their time 
worn way of life: complete freedom 
from all responsibilities and from 
being tied down in any way. About 
a million in number, they are ex- 
tremely vague about their origin 
which until recently defied research. 


Most experts are agreed that be- 


fore the time of Alexander the Great 
the gypsies lived in India. They 
were the same race as the Jats or 
Zotts hailing from the mouth of 
the Indus, in the western part of 
that country. The Sudras. as they 
were then called, were considered 
untouchables by the high caste Hin- 
dus xvho conquered India. Subse- 
quently Alexander, on his expedi- 
tion to southeastern Persia, prob- 
ably brought back large numbers 
of these untouchables, who must 
have made valuable slaves because 
of their knowledge of working iron 
a new and rare art in those times'
